Footbridge to span 


Sturgeon 


lt will be easier in future to 
cross the Sturgeon River, as 
a result of action by council 
Monday night.. The council 
voted to award tenders for 
the construction of a foot- 
bridge and an underpass 
across the river. The foot- 
bridge will extend from the 
arca of Mill Drive to Tache 
Street. The underpass will 
run underneath Highway 2. 
Funding for the projects will 
come from proceeds realized 
by the sale of Lot 10, 
Boudreau Road to Nu-West 
Development, and taxes will 
not be affected. 

The footbridge will extend 
a distance of 250 feet, which 
is the length required to keep 
the structure out of the flood 
plain. 


City Manager Bob Byron 
said he hoped the bridge will 
eliminate the dangerous use 
of the trestle as. a means of 
crossing the river. 

Ald. Roger Ayotte said he 
doubted the usefulness of the 
bridge and said he thought 
people would be afraid to use 
it at night. A tabling motion 
by Mr. Ayotte failed to carry. 

Council voted to proceed 
with the project and awarded 
$198,531 insetenders to 
Western Caissons, Ferguson 
Contracting, Great West 
Steel Ind. Ltd.; Dywidag 
Canada Ltd.; Contracts for 
Painting, Railing and addi- 
tional earthwork have not 
been awarded and the 
amounts required were bas- 
ed on estimates. 


Confusion surrounds 
cable licences 


When St. Albert residents 
flick on their cablevision, 
they little realize the complex 
deliberations which gave 
them that cable, At Monday 
night's meeting of council, 
members of council and the 
public got a glimpse of the 
intricate procedures involved 
in the granting of a cable 
licence. The issue at stake in 
St. Albert at present con- 
cerns the number of cable 
licences that should be 
granted, and who should 
receive such licences. The 
matter came to council's 
attention when QCTY Ltd. 
requested council's permis- 
sion to provide cable service 
to parts of St. Albert. Capital 
Cable already holds a licence 
to serve St. Albert. It is very 
unusual for two companies to 
be permitted to operate 
within a city the size of this 
one, Representatives of both 
companies were on hand 
Monday night to present 


their views. 

QCTV President E. J. 
Polanski told council that the 
CRTC had granted his 
company an increase in their 
licenced territory. Under this 
amended licence, QCTV wi- 
shes to serve new develop- 
mentsin St. Albert not yet 
served by Capital Cable. Mr, 
Polanski’s firm has already 
installed cable in Woodlands 
as well as a main trunking 
cable which will connect St. 
Albert to the. Edmonton 
system, The company has 
also been licensed to serve 
Morinville and Devon. 

Commenting he was “‘al- 
ways fascinated by the 
workings of the CRTC" Ald. 
Throndson asked Mr. Pol- 
anski what his firm could 
provide that Capital Cable 
could not. Mr. Polanski 
replied that his company’s 
application was not in oppo- 
sition to Capital Cable and 
that both companies could

A motion to hold property 
tax increases to six percent in 
1979 was neither approved or 
defeated by members of 
council at Monday's meet- 
ing.

A new childhood schedule 
of immunization adopted by 
the provincial health depart- 
ment means infant immun- 
ization can now commence at 
two months of age instead of 
three months. 

In announcing details of 
the new schedule, Dr. Frank 
White, director of com- 
municable disease control for 
Alberta Social Services and 
Community Health, said this 
was the first revision since 
1972 of the routine childhood 
immunization schedule in 
Alberta, It is the result of 
work done by Dr, White with 
the Alberta Advisory Com- 
mittee on Immunization, a 
group of medical experts 
which advises the Minister of 
Social Services and Com- 
munity Health on immuniza- 
tion programs. 

Immunization — stimulates 
the body to develop pro- 
tective substances against 
certain communicable dis- 
eases such as diphtheria, 
tetanus, pertussis (whooping 
cough), polio, measles, and 
rubella (German measles). 

Under the new schedule, 
infants at two months, four 
months and six months of 
age will receive a combined 
diptheria - pertussis - tetanus 
vaccine as well as an oral 
(Sabin) polio vaccine. These 
initial doses are followed by 
booster shots when the child 
reaches 18 months of age, 
and again when the child is 
four - six years old, 

Twelve month old infants 
are vaccinatéd parinat meas- 


Immunization is free, and 
available to all Albertans 
from the city health de- 
partments and local health 
units throughout the pro- 
vince. Parents are encoura- 
ged to bring infants to local 
clinics for immunization, 
while the rubella program for 
12 year old girls is carried out 
through the schools. 

The new schedule will 
bring Alberta into line with

Campbell Park 


The prospect of going to the electorate for approval to 
borrow one million dollars for the city’s share of an 
approximately three million dollars needed to acquire land 
and construct a roadway to connect Campbell Industrial 
Park and St. Albert Trail at 156 street, is making council a 
mite nervous. This was preceded last week by a bylaw to 
authorize temporary capital 
dollars for interim financing of work which has been done 


Alderman Ayotte (who does not like the location of the 
park) made a valid point with the opinion that it would 
have been better to have secured the roadway linking the 
park to Edmonton prior to going ahead with the purchase. 
Alderman Bakker suggested a saving could have been made 
by deferring construction of the rail spur until it was 
required by a client. She also felt the city was at least a 
year premature on the 156 street road. 


St. Albert changed its former policy of developing away 
from Edmonton to developing towards Edmonton with the 
advent of Mayor Plain in 1974. The new policy to develop 
over to 97th street and border Castle Downs created 
another problem, Getting people from Castle Downs into 
Edmonton is even worse than getting in from St. Albert. 
Alberta Transportation will have to address itself to funding 
arrangements for both areas. There will be 35,000 people 
in Castle Downs in two years, with two large shopping

borrowing of one million 


To buy the quarter section park in the spring of 1977 the 
city passed a bylaw for borrowing $3.55 million, and spent 
$1.45 million for an option before the bylaw passed. In 
addition the bylaw was passed before the April 20 date 
when residents could petition the borrowing. These actions 
drew a storm of protest from the late Doctor Cuts and 
former alderman John Bakker, respectively. A further $1.48 
million was authorized as borrowing for servicing work 
under Bylaw 29, 1978. These borrowings add to a total of 
over $7 million. But of course additional costs have been 
incurred through reports, salaries paid and so on. 


At the time industrial parks were springing up throughout 
the greater Edmonton region, and competition for customers 
was increasing. At present the M.D. Industrial Park near 
Morinville is selling parcels at $26,500 per acre and up, 
with a total average price, including the best lotsof $32,000 


To date no parcels have been sold in Campbell Park, 
despite the best efforts of the City Administrator and 
people engaged to promote sales. 


So council members are nervous, we believe justifiably. No 
announcements of sales of any parcels have been made to 
date, although it is understood one prospective developer is 
interested in a phased warehouse-office building project if 
full development of the park looks promising. Even if it 
becomes possible to get the Province to fund work outside 
the city on the 149-156 street link, it would appear that a 
considerable time could elapse before the city sees a 
healthy return over costs on their investment in Campbell 


The current five-year program for provincial assistance for 
arterial roads ends with the 1979-80 year, and the new 
funding arrangements are‘not yet known.

Confusion surrounds cable licenses

territory to justify it. 

- During the discussion, it 
became apparent that the 
root of the problem lies in the 
designation of licence boun- 
daries. QCTV’s licence refers 
to the company's operation 
within ‘specifically designa- 
ted boundaries."’ However 
these boundaries will not be 
stated until the amended 
licence is issued. Mr. Pol- 
anski said the company was 
obliged to proceed with 
fulfilling their licence obli- 
gations, and install the 
Woodlands cable or be in 
violation of that licence. He 
commented that matters like 
this were ambiguous, and 
that it was up to the 
interested parties to find the 
facts. 


SECOND HEARING 
CALLED 


Up to this point, the QCTV 
application and licence foll- 
owed standard CRTC opera- 
ting procedure. However, 
when the confusion over the 
St. Albert territory arose, the 
CRTC took an unprecedented 
step and ordered a further 
hearing, to be held De- 
cember 8. Both companies 
will make representations to 
the commission, 

The possibility of two cable 
companies operating in St. 
Albert prompted council 
members to query the value 
of such an arrangement. Mr. 
Polanski said his firm would 
provide a greater link bet- 
ween St. Albert and Ed- 
monton, so that QCTV could 
carry St. Alhert programs 
live to Edmonton, However, 
aldermen expressed concern 
that the city would be divided 
into two viewing groups, a 
factor which they saw as 
potentially divisive. 

‘We regard St. Albert as a 
total entity,’’ commented

pressing apprehension at 
this situation, Mr. Polanski 
responded, saying that agg- 
ressive competition would be 
good for the community. 

The cable situation be- 
came even more bewildering 
when it was pointed out by 
Mr. Polanski that Capital 
Cable is not licenced to serve 
Lacombe Park, and is doing 
so illegally. However, he 
added that his firm had no 
intention of querying this, In 
a discussion of this matter, 
Mr. Shaw of Capital Cable 
said his company had made 
an error in their assumption 
that Lacombe Park and 
Woodlands were included in 
their licenced territory, He 
said that in filing with the 
CRTC, Capital had always 
included these two areas, In 
regard to the Woodlands 
question, he said that Capital 
would have intervened in the 
QCTV application if they had 
realized the application in- 
cluded part of St. Albert. He 
said the company has gone 
back to the CRTC several 
times to determine bound- 
aries, 

In presenting their view of 
the situation, Capital Cable 
executives showed a film 
highlighting their program- 
ming since they began in St. 
Albert. They then fielded 
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questions from members of 
council. The main body of 
Capital Cables arguments is 
contained in a memorandum 
they submitted to council. In 
this, the firm reports it now 
has facilities to connect 7,763 
households, with about 70% 
of these connections made. 

The firm also points out it 
has a local programming 
studio at Sturgeon Shoppers 
Mall, with colour coverage 
for all local programming. 
Capital is proposing to use 
the studio as a regional 
programming centre to serve 
Leduc, Beaumont, Spruce 
Grove and Fort Saskatche- 
wan. The studio will be 
linked to the firm's Edmon- 
ton studio. 

Mr. Shaw told council that 
the second CRTC hearing 
will take future annexations 
into account, deciding who 
shall be licenced to serve the 
city as it expands into 
outlying areas. This will 
ensure there is only one 
company in the city. Mr. 
Shaw said that one company 
would take in more revenues 
and so could afford better 
programming than if reven- 
ues are split.

Council enraged by road funding

‘*We have had a good 
relationship with Alberta 
Transportation and hope this 
has done no harm, I hope you 
will agree to go ahead with 
the road,"* commented the 
mayor, 

Mr. Harvey made refer- 
ence to the need for the road 
to attract investors to the 
Campbell Industrial Park and 
said he had heard no 
complaints about the matter 
from the public. 

Members of council were 
in agreement with the mayor 
about the necessity for the 
road, but strongly disagreed 
with the funding formula. 
Ald. Throndson stated the 
two-thirds/one-third split 
would only be fair if the 
stretch of road for which the 
city must pay becomes city 
property by means of annex- 
ation, 

“Why didn't this road get 
100 percent funding like 170 
Street, 137 Avenue and 
others?"’ asked Ald, Thrond- 
son, 

Ald. Breadner then moved 
that staff proceed with an 
engineering design for the 
project. and that land acqui- 
sition for the roadway. This 
was later amended to two 
separate motions. 

Having made the motion, 
Ald. Breadner addressed it, 
listing several concerns he 
had, Quoting from the city’s 
recommended transportation 
plan, he stated that the plan 
calls for the provision in 1978 
of two lanes east of Akins- 
dale from the extension of 
Hebert Road to 156 Street 
south as far as 137 Avenue. 
The plan also states that, as 
another short term priority, 
there should be a raised 
median and a traffic signal at 
the 156 Street intersection, 
Mr. Breadner stated that the 
transportation plan gave a 
lower priority to a St. Albert 
by-pass, quoting the report 
as saying the by-pass will be 
required by 1980-85. 

Mr. Breadner remarked 
that the province had set 
aside $23 million for the 
by-pass but for an inter- 
municipal road was requiring 
the city to pay one-third,

Mr. Breadner said the 
by-pass will serve the same 
purpose as 156 Street but 
said he ‘‘had little hope for a 
meaningful by-pass." 

The alderman theorized 
that the funding decision was 
based on a supposed aver- 
sion of the MLA for the 
Campbell industrial park.

“It's no secret Mr. Jami- 
son opposed the develop- 
ment of the Campbell Indus- 
trial Park and the eastern 
part of St. Albert,"’ said Mr. 
Breadner, “‘It's my opinion 
that if we had had his 
support for this we could 
have got 100 percent funding 
on this road like he did on the 
by-pass. You can bet Genstar 
isn’t paying one-third of 
that,’’ said the alderman. 

Mrs. Bakker said she too 
was against the funding 


formula but she remarked 


that the road was a priority to 
St. Albert only, not the 
province as a whole. Mrs. 
Bakker stated that if the city 
did annex the land, they 
would never be able to 
develop the area near the 
stretch of road they are 
paying for as it is in the 
Restricted Development Ar- 
ea (RDA). 

The intersection area we 
will never get and that’s the 
most expensive. We'll al- 
ways pay one-third for that,"’ 
said Mrs. Bakker, She added 
that she thought the motion 
to acquire land was a year 
premature, 

Ald. Shields supported the 
motion under protest, saying 
‘It boggles my mind that the 
provincial government would 
come forward and identify a 
lower priority into a longer 
time frame and throw out $23 
million while we have to pay 
one-third on our highest 
priority."

work in Ipiatic area 


Alberta Energy Company 
Ltd. has entered into farmout 
agreements with several oil 
companies for the drilling of 
172 evaluation wells, com- 
mencing this winter, on the 
Primrose Lake air weapons 
range. 

Evaluation will commence 
shortly in the Northwest 
portion of the range known 
as the Ipiatik Lake region. 
This region has been divided 
into two areas comprising 
approximately 200 square 
miles each or 10 percent of 
the entire 2,000-square-mile 
range. 

In the western half of the 
Ipiatik Lake region the team 
of Pacific Petroleums Ltd. 
and Phillips Petroleum Ca- 
nada Ltd. will drill 100 wells 
to depths of 2,000 to 4,000 
feet to evaluate gas and oil 
prospects. Pacific et al and 
AEC will each retain a SO 
percent working interest. 


Amoco Canada Petroleum 
Company Ltd, will drill 72 
wells to depths of 2,000 to 
4,000 feet to evaluate gas 
and oil prospects in the 
eastern half of the Ipiatik 
Lake region. AEC will retain 
a 50 percent to 75 percent 
working interest depending 
on how follow-up develop- 
ment expenses are shared, 

Extensive geophysical 
surveys, including 375 miles 
of seismic, and some drilling, 
will be commenced by the 
companies this winter. De- 
tails of the agreements are 
being discussed with the 
farmers and, along with the 
surface access agreement, 
should be concluded shortly. 

The Ipiatik Lake region is 
the first of five areas to be 
evaluated on the Primrose 
Lake air weapons range. 
Plans for evaluation of the 
remaining regions will be 
made as activity proceeds.

Council Briefs 


Dog bylaw gets 
first reading 


The city’s controversial 
animal control bylaw was 
read for a first time at 
Monday night's regular 
meeting of council. Ald. Rod 
rhrondson said he supported 
the bylaw ‘‘wholeheartedly”’ 
Mr. Throndson commented 
that the city has needed 
legislation that would en- 
courage dog owners to be 
more responsible. He said he 
and other aldermen had 
reccived many complaints 
about the dog situation, and 
that more people seemed to 
favour the bylaw than oppose 
it. Ald. Bakker had some 
queries as to clerical errors in 
the bylaw but was assured 
these would be amended 
when the law was examined 
by the city’s legal advisors. 
Mr. Breadner noted that 
licence fees would not be 
pro-rated, and asked if this 
was common in other muni- 
cipalities. He was told these 
fees were not pro-rated in 
Edmonton or many other 
municipalitics. The practice 
of pro-rating refers to the 
reduction in fees depending 
on what end of the year the 
licence is purchased. Under 


pro-rating, a licence pur- 
chased in December would 
be cheaper as the licence 
would only be valid for a 
month. This will not be the 
case in St, Albert.

Search on for space messages 


By Robert C. Radcliffe

If there is life on some 
other planet beaming radio 
messages into space, a 
University of Arizona scien- 
tist thinks he has found a way 
to tune in, 

First, he says, you find 
another planetary system, 
using a technique he and two 
colleagues have developed 
that, in part, measures the 
speed of a star -- as slow as 
28 miles an hour for our sun, 

Then, you aim a radio 
telescope at it to find 
whether there is anything to 
listen to. 

The scientist is Dr. Krzy- 
sztof Serkowski, associate 
professor in the Tucson 
university's Lunar and PI- 
anetary Laboratory. He wor- 
ked with engineers Jack E. 
Frecker and Edward H. 
Roland in developing the 
method of searching for stars 
orbited by planetary sys- 
tems.

PLANETARY 
POSSIBILITIES 


Serkowski believés the 
method of looking for planets 
would be suitable to study 
single stars, like the sun, 
which are visible to the 
unaided eye and are about 10 
to 100 light years away. 
There are about 100 such 
stars, he says, and theo- 
retically any of them could 
have planets. 

There are no instruments 
capable of direct observation 
of planets in other solar 
systems. The presence of 
planets would have to be 
inferred from the motion of a 
star. 

The sun is 1,047 times 
heavier than the planet 
Jupiter. Together Jupiter 
and the sun rotate around a 
mutual centre of mass. But 
since the sun is much heavier 
than Jupiter, it is closer to 
the centre of mass and its 
motion is tiny compared to 
Jupiter's.

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SUN SPEED: ‘‘SLOW”’ 


In fact, says Serkowski, 
the sun is rotating around the 
centre of the sun - Jupiter 
mass at about 28 miles an 
hour. To detect a motion this 
slight is very difficult. 

Scientists for years have 
measured the velocity of 
stars by breaking down their 
light and studying the 
spectral lines. The shift of 
the rainbow-like spectrum 
toward the red end shows 
that a star is racing away 
from Earth, sometimes at 
hundreds of miles a second. 

Serkowski uses a Fabry- 
Perot interferometer on the 
university's 61-inch teles- 
cope in the Santa Catalina 
Mountains near Tucson to 
study a portion of the star's 


spectrum for any signs of 
movement. 

To determine motion as 
slow as the sun's, Serkowski 
has to measure the wave- 
lengths of lines in the stellar 
spectrum with an accuracy of 
one part in 60 million. To do 
this he uses more than 100 
separate photoelectric detec- 
tors, known as Digicon 
Image Tubes, to measure the 
electromagnetic radiation of 
light in the part of the 
spectrum he is studying. 

Serkowski estimates this 
method could be used to 
observe about 25 stars a 
night for about 20 minutes 
each. But just one obser- 
vation is not enough. Foll- 
ow-up observations for years 
would be needed to detect 
minute changes in speed 
caused by an unséen planet.

Don't delay in protecting 
your roses

All rose species, except 
shrub roses, need some form 
of winter protection to 
prevent their wood from 
drying out and to protect 
them against fluctuating and 
extremely cold temperatures 
any of which can injure or kill 
roses. Winter protection also 
prevents premature growth

Chris Campbell, horticul- 
ture specialist with Alberta 
Agriculture, suggests prun- 
ing your roses between mid- 
October and freeze-up. Pick 
off any leaves and cut out 
dead or weak branches. Then 
dust each rose with a rose 
dust 

In late October or early 
November surround the bu- 
shes with fibreglass batting, 
styrofoam cones (specially 
designed for this purpose), 
tubes (used by the 
struction industry),

or cones made of 
chicken wire and place in- 
sulating materials inside the 
frames. Before filling the 
frames, you should cut the 
rose bushes back to below 
the top of the particular type 
of frame you are using. 

Such things as peatmoss, 
live sphaghum moss, straw, 
sawdust, vermiculite, soil or 
dry leaves can all be used for 
insulating material. You sh- 
ould pile the one you choose 
around the rose bush to a 
height of 20 to 30 em. Then 
cover the whole frame or the 
top of the frame, depending 
upon the type used, with one 
mil plastic to keep the 
insulating material dry. Moi- 
sture will reduce its in- 
sulating value and increase 
the chances of the roses 
rotting. 


SNOW MAKES 
EXCELLENT INSULATION 


If your roses are in rows, 


you may want to make a 
frame with wire or boards 
that goes the whole length of 
the row rather than insu- 
lating each rose individually. 
You would follow the same 
procedure as recommended 
for individual bushes, 
and you should again cover 
the insulating material with 
plastic sheeting To make 
double sure that your roses 
are well protected against 
the cold, you can cover the 
individual frames or the long 
frames with evergreen bou- 
ghs to trap the snow. Snow is 
one of the best types of 
insulation there is for plants. 

Ms. Campbell recommeti~ 
ds using trenches for climb- 
ing roses. Detach them from 
the wall and lay them in a 90 
cm deep trench just before 
the ground freezes and fill it 
with loose soil, Then put 
straw orevergreen boughs 
on top to trap the snow. 

Be careful when you re- 
move the insulation from 
your roses next spring. If you 


rose 


‘leave it on too long, the roses 


will be easily damaged by 
wind or a change in tem- 
perature and their new 
growth may be weak. If, on 
the other hand, you remove it 
too soon, the roses may be 
killed by drying spring 
winds. Ms. Campbell recom- 
mends removing the insula- 
tion gradually, with the last 
of it coming off as the leaf 
buds begin to break.

M.E. LaZerte 
biography published 


Lieutenant Governor St- 
einhauer, deputy minister of 
Education Hawkesworth, 
MLAs, and a crowd of 50 
well-wishers gathered Oc- 
tober 26 at Barnett House to 
toast the launching of Gladly 
Would He Teach, a publi- 
cation which will help filla 
significant gap in the history 
of Alberta education. The 
book should interest histor- 
ians, educators, and the 
general reader. 

A biographic tribute to the 
prominent Alberta educator 
M.E. LaZerte, the book 
recounts the late educator's 
65 years of involvement at all 
levels of Alberta education. 
Known as ‘‘the man in the 
bowler hat,’ LaZerte was a 
man with ‘‘a perceptive 
mind, a dynamic personality, 
and an inexhaustible supply 
of energy and vitality."’ One 
of the five principal in- 
dividuals influencing Alberta 
education during the first 
halfof the century, he was 
renowned for his demanding 
instruction, strong ideals, 
and high integrity.

To use Heritage Funds for libraries 


Dr. A. E. Hohol, Minister 
of Alberta Advanced Educa- 
tion and Manpower, has 
announced details of the $9 
million proposed allocation to 
post-secondary _ institution 
libraries from the Alberta 
Heritage Saving Trust Fund. 

‘The funds, $3 million a 
year for three years, are to be 
used solely for the purchase 
of learning materials at our 
1S board-governed colleges 
and universities,’’ he said. 
**Materials, such as books, 
journals, periodicals, micro- 
fiche, microfilm and audio- 
visuals, will maintain and 
enhance the high quality of 
educational services we pro- 
vide,"’ 

The grants will be condi- 
tional and based on need, 
Status and quality of current 
holdings, and related to 
actual expenditures during 
the previous three years. 
Since the funds are intended 
for above normal purchases, 
future budgetary allocations 
for library acquisitions by the 
institutions must not be less 
than the current levels. It is 
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estimated that at present the 
post-secondary system is ex- 
pending close to $15 million 
annually on library services, 
including manpower, related 
costs and acquisitions. De- 
partment officials will meet 
with college and university 
administrators to determine 
the actual amounts spent on 
acquisitions. As well, pro- 
cedural details must be 
worked out on the methods of 
consultation to be used in 
arriving at institutional allo- 
cations. Equitable support 
levels will have to be 
established to ensure that 
every institution receives a 
significant allocation, 

The funds are being pro- 
vided in response to concerns 
that have been expressed by 
librarians, academics and 
students that increasing cos- 
ts have made it difficult to 
maintain the level of library 
services. The current value 
of books and other resource 
materials within the system 
is estimated at $60 million, 
with a replacement value of 
$120 million, 


The institutions earmarked 
for funding are the Uni- 
versities of Alberta, Calgary 
and Lethbridge; Athabasca 
University; Fairview, Grande 
Prairie Regional, Grant 
MacEwan Community, Key- 
ano, Lakeland, Lethbridge 
Community, Medicine Hat, 
Mount Royal, Olds and Red 
Deer Colleges; and the Banff 
Centre for Continuing Ed- 
ucation, 

‘These additional funds 


will provide the opportunity 
for improving student access 
to the wide variety of 
learning materials so essen- 
tial to a quality education,” 
Dr. Hohol encouraged ‘'res- 
ponsible officials within the 
advanced education system 
to take advantage of this 
Opportunity to continue the 
development of a coordina- 
ted and cooperative library 
system for adult Albertans,"’

Henley. ‘‘My plan was to 
publish one book, and then 
get out of the business,” 
says Nielsen. ‘But it was so 
successful that I couldn't 
resist trying my luck again." 

The result was the Cana- 
dian Children’s Annual 1975. 
‘The procedure was the 
same,"’ Nielsen recalls. ‘‘l 
had 10 thousand copies 
delivered to my basement. 
But I had to change my 
perspective; the Henley book 
was for Hamiltonians; now I 
had to start thinking on a 
national level. I knew that 
the idea was a great one, and 
that the book would do well. 
There was nothing else like 
it; a big fat book for 
Canadian kids, a literary 
smorgasbord of entertaining 
reading and activities." 

The appearance of that 
first annual was probably the 
best thing that ever happ- 
ened to Canadian children's 
literature, Nielsen reopened 
a market for Canadian 
writers which had completely 
shut down. At one time there 
had been several periodicals 
for Canadian children, but 
they had all disappeared. 
Since the appearance of the 
first Canadian Children’s 
Annual in 1974 there has 
been a proliferation of maga- 
zines for Canadian youth, 
The popularity of the annual 
had proven that there was a 
large audience of young 
Canadian readers. 

Nielsen takes pride in the 
fact that more than 170 
Canadian writers have app- 
eared in the five editions of 
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the Canadian Children’s An- 
nual, The books are ‘‘an 
ideal market’’ for Canadian 
writers, Nielsen claims. 
“They are guaranteed a 
huge readership right across 
the country. In addition, 
their work is given tender 
loving care by some of the 
best illustrators in the coun- 
try."’ 

Nielsen has enjoyed great 
critical success with his 
annuals. ‘‘They have been 
reviewed in all the major 
newspapers. For the most 
part, the reviews have been 
very favorable. I certainly 
don't expect the critics to like 
everything in the annuals; 
they were deliberately de- 
signed to appeal to a wide 
spectrum of tastes, so that no 
matter what the interests of a 
particular child, there will be 
something in the books for 
him or her. Not everyone is 
an avid reader, so I include 
comics to hook the reluctant 
ones. Once I get them 
reading the comics, hope- 
fully they will move ontoa 
story ..."" 

‘Speaking of critics,” 
Nielson continues, ‘‘occas- 
ionally | hear from parents, 
objecting to some item in the 
annual. | explain to them that 
it would be easy for me to 
provide an innocuous little 
book. The problem is that it 
would be of no interest to 
anyone! To gain the attention 
of my readers -- many of 
whom have been turned off 
reading and are spending 
their time watching Charlie's 
Angels -- | have to provide 
them with pretty strong 
stuff.’ 

Nielson believes that, in 
spite of the fact that he has 
left the classroom, he is still 
a teacher. ‘‘Of course the 
annual is a teaching me- 
dium!"’ he insists, ‘but that 
must be kept a deep dark 
secret from the kids! The 
annual teacheSy*but it does so 
in a most appealing way."’ 

Nielson tries to account for 
the phenomenal success of 
the annuals. ‘‘Certainly the 
basic concept of publishing a 
large collection of short 
pieces for children had great 
potential, But you can't 
count on that. There are 
other reasons for the great 
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popularity of the books, and 
they have to do with my 
philosophy about publishing. 
I think you can get a certain 
amount of mileage out of a 
Canadian book just because 
it's Canadian.

A hard and queasy 
look at death

Death is frowned upon in 
Western society. Although 
we tolerate it as a necessary 
evil, there is an underlying 
belief that those unfortunate 
cnough to be ‘‘on the way 
out'’ should go with a 
minimum of fuss. Death is 
seen as failure by a society 
weaned on success. In recent 
years, however, some of the 
more compassionate mem- 
bers of the medical pro- 
fession have introduced a 
more humane approach to 
death, allowing the termin- 
ally ill to die in special 
hospices, with their families 
about them. But for people 
terrified by death this kind of 
situation can make for some 
bizarre confrontations. The 
Shadow Box, now playing at 
Theatre 3, is a stark scrutiny 
of people living under these 
conditions, 

The play is set in a hos- 
pice, with the three termin- 
ally ill patients living in 
individual cottages. Their 
loved ones have arrived, 
some reluctantly, to join 
them for the last time. I 
thought David Lovett's set 
was too austere, although it 
is consistant with the play's 
black mood, | would have 
preferred an air of contrived 
cosiness, which would have 
offered a nicely grotesque 
contrast to the grim reality. 
The placing of the three 
compartments was effective, 
however. They resembled a 
reflection in a mirror, seen 
through a mirror an 
endless diminishing succ- 
ession of boxes, suggestive 
of lives which are inter- 
minable and compartment- 
alized. The set's loftiness 
seemed to diminish the 
stature of those within, just a 
stature of those within, just 
as death might appear to do. 

First. we meet Joe, a 
decent man with a wife and 
(cen-aged son. Joe is a man 
so conditioned by a lifetime 
of obedience and respectul 
manners that he cannot rail 
against his fate. Against 
Dylan Thomas’ advice, he 
will go gently into that good 
night.’’ Joe endures bitter 
frustration, but it is directed 
at his life, not his death, Joe 
Vassos’ performance quite 
rightly did not provoke a gut 
reaction, only a superficial 
and dutiful sympathy. This is 
an honest and perceptive 
interpretation as Joe is un- 
fortunately the kind of man 
whose obituary goes un- 
noticed, He bows out politely 
and sinks without a trace. 

As Joe's wife Maggie, 
Joan Hurley plays a woman 
pathetically unequipped to 
face the situation, let alone 
cope witht. Joe must be 
supportive to her. Hurley 


imparts an air of selfishness 
to the character that empha- 
sizes the fact she is very 
much alive. This serves as a 
nice foil to Joe -- the dying no 
doubt find selfishness some- 
what irrelevant. It-is too late 
for Joe to become selfish. 
Murray McCune gave a 
frenetic performance as 
Joe's high strung son, who is 
unaware of his father's 
impending death. Like Mag- 
gic, Steve is a vigorous gust 
of life, a quality that is 
strangely abrasive in a place 
for dying. McCune was good 
but I wish he had been less 
physical. He was almost too 
cnervating to watch, 


RABINOVITCH DAZZLES 


The best performance of 
the evening was easily Linda 
Rabinovich, who gave us 
Beverly, a fascinating char- 
acter. Tricked out in rubber 
boots, yellow slicker and 
black net dance dress plas- 
tered with gew-gaws, she is a 
wonderous sight. Despite her 
unarguable presence, Bev- 


erly is an enigma, never what 
she first appears. She must 
be both coarse and sensitive, 
raucous and demure, and 
Ms. Rabinovich handled the 
role with charismatic dazzle. 

Beverly's ex-husband Br- 
ian who is terminally ill is a 
writer and a homosexual, 
With Jim McQueen in the 
role he is a very appealing 
fellow, and utterly tragic. He 
is capable of great intellec- 
tual perception, but politely 
avoids gut understanding. 
He has too much dignity for 
his own good as he cannot 
get down and really wallow 
in his misery. Thus, refusing 
to experience his feelings, he 
can never get beyond them. 
He averts disaster with poise 
and wit, at great expense to 
himself. The scenes with 
McQueen and Rabinovich 
were very real and very 
moving. McQueen plays 
Brian with compassion, un- 
derstanding and elegance, 
giving us the most tragic of 
three patients.

Schools seeking adequate funding 
for athletic programs 


Alberta's support for sch- 
ool athletic programs is one 
of the lowest in Canada. 
Support ranges from a per 
pupil low of 28¢ in Ontario 
and British Columbia to a 
high of $3.29 in Newfound- 
land. Alberta provides sup- 
port at 30¢ per pupil. 
However both British Col- 
umbia and Ontario provide 
other sources of revenue that 
overall, leaves Alberta to be, 
by far, the lowest in Canada. 

In a study conducted by 
the Alberta Schools” Athletic 
Association, it was deter- 
mined that the actual per 
pupil dollar outlay for athle- 
tic programs was nearly $7 
per pupil. If the value of 
volunteer coaches was in- 
cluded the figure becomes 
$10 per pupil. 

Len Ross, president of the 
255 school association, said 
**school trustees from across 
the Province are giving 
strong support for a Grande 
Prairie School District re- 
solution calling for greater 
government involvement in 
school athletics."’ The reso- 
lution will be discussed at the 
forthcoming Edmonton Con- 
vention of the ASTA in 
November. *'I expect that 
meeting will clesrly outline 
the importance cf school 
athletic programs and that it 
will call for a realistic level of 
financial support,’’ he said.

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Garbage dump proposed 
near Morinville lagoon 


Representatives from the 
M.D., St. Albert, Morinville 
and Redwater met with 
officials of Alberta Environ- 
ment in Morinville Novem- 
ber Ist to discuss a proposed 
landfill garbage disposal 
centre to serve the above 
communities including Leg- 
al. 

The central site would be 
located near the Morinville 
sewage lagoon approximat- 
ely 1% miles north of the 
present M.D. disposal site at 
Cardiff, Alberta Environ- 
ment has already purchased 
the land at a cost of 
approximately $1850 per 
acre. Damaging effects on 
the water table and the 
fiituré development of a park 
near the Cardiff site were 
reasons cited to close that 
location therefore necessi- 
tating another dumping area, 

The ‘system’ would be a 
land-fill operation in which 
garbage is placed in trenches 
and covered soon after 
arrival, Machinery to effect 
this would cost in the 
neighbourhood of $90,000 
and would be operated by 
one or two men eight hours 
per day. Alberta Environ- 
ment feel the area selected 
could accept garbage from 
the communities mentioned 
for 1S years after which the 
land could be reclaimed as 
parkland but would not be 
suitable for building con- 
struction. 

Alberta Environment quo- 
ted the case of a similar 
central garbage dump at 
Crowsnest Pass serving sev- 


eral local communities (the 
furthest a distance of 25 
miles) which seemed to be 
working well. They were not 
able to produce any cost 
figures for haulage from a 
distant community which 
was a concern of the 
representatives from Red- 
water. Redwater feels that 
they would have sufficient 
capacity at their present 
location for a considerable 
amount of time but for the 
industrial users. This would 
save them significant haul- 
age costs over the Morinville

location. St. Albert and 
Morinville both expressed 
interest in the location. 

Representatives present 
resolved to appoint repre- 
sentatives from their com- 
munity to attend a further 
meeting November 23 at the 
M.D. office.

Schellenberger blasts 


Parliament 


Last week Alberta Tory 
MP Stan Schellenberger 
expressed concern with the 


‘government's tardiness in 


providing fair and realistic 
Brucellosis compensation, 

Mr. Schellenberger re- 
marked, ‘‘I had paised the 
issue of adequate compensa- 
tion in Committee last June, 
and was then assured by 
government officials that my 
suggestions would be ser- 
iously considered and that 
they would go back and do 
some homework on it. 
However, I understand that 
nothing will be done until 
next year,” 

Brucellosis, a highly con- 
tagious bacterial disease that 
results in abortions and loss 
of production in cows, con- 
tinues to bring much hard- 
ship to producers. Ulti- 
mately, the only means of 
eradicating the disease is to 
destroy the infected cows. As 
of the end of September 870 
cows were destroyed in 
Alberta, 222 in Saskatche- 
wan, 108 in Ontario, and 136 
in Quebec. Three herds were 
in quarantine in British 
Columbia, 31 in Alberta, 31 
in Saskatchewan, 30 in 
Manitoba, 289 in Ontario, 91 
in Quebec, and S in the 
Maritimes, four of which 


were in Nova Scotia. 

“Given their replacement 
value, compensation for lost 
cattle remains most inade- 
quate,’' says Mr. Schellen- 
berger. Maximum compen- 
sation for purebred or regis- 
tered cows is $900, and $500 
for grade cows, The replace- 
ment value is $700 to $800 for 
a grade animal, up to $1,000 
for a very good grade animal, 
and $1,000 to $1,500 for a 
purebred registered Holstein 
Heifer. Given this gap 
between compensation and 
replacement value, from the 
farmer's pointof view, the 
situation is serious whether 
he loses 10 cows or 200,"" 
says the Albertan MP. 

Mr. Schellenberger re- 
commends that the govern- 
ment provide for an imme- 
diate increase in compen- 
sation, and suggests that 
there be legislative changes, 
in order that compensation 
be tied to replacement value 
on a percentage level. 

‘It is imperative that there 
be an immediate increase in 
compensation,’’ said Mr. 
Schellenberger. ‘*Without 
these changes, the cattle 
farmer continues to be 
treated harshly and unfair- 
ly.””

grain cars, scheduling of 
vessel arrivals and terminal 
berthing are fundamental 
operations. 

Of the five terminals 
located in Vancouver, the 
Burrard terminal, currently 
being rebuilt, and Sask- 
atchewan Wheat Pool’s ter- 
minal are situated on the 
north shore of the harbour. 
Only Canadian National 
Railway serves these facil- 
ities. The United Grain 
Growers, Pacific Elevators 
and Alberta Wheat Pool 
terminals are located on the 
south side of Burrard Inlet. 
Pacific Elevators and U.G.G. 
have rail service provided by 
both CNR and CP Rail, while 
Alberta Pool's terminal re- 
ceives its grain car unloads 
from CP tracks. 

To streamline the move- 
ment of grain cars at 
Vancouver, a car pooling 
system for Canadian Wheat 
Board grains was instituted 
in 1971, Under this arr- 
angement, export wheat, 
oats and barley cars arriving 
in Vancouver railway sorting 
yards can be distributed to 
any terminal, regardless of 
originating grain company. 
Board grain cars are as- 
signed to terminals on the 
basis of a distribution system 
controlled by grain move- 
ment co-ordinators of the 
Canadian Transport Com- 
mission. Non-Board grains, 
which account for 15% of the 
port's grain movement and 
special Board grains such as 
durum wheat, are consigned 
to specific terminals and 
must be sorted by the rail- 
roads, Grain companies and 
exporters consign cars of 
non-Board grains to either 
their own terminal or one at

which they have a handling 
agreement. The non-Board 
grains are stored to meet 
specific sales commitments 
for vessel loading from that 
facility. 

The physical movement of 
grain cars within the Van- 
couver port area begins 
southeast of Vancouver, For 
CNR cars first arrive in the 
Port Mann sorting yard near 
Surrey. It is here that cars of 
Board grains are accumula- 
ted for either the north or 
south shore terminals and 
non-Board grains are segre- 
gated, Cars headed for the 
north shore move across 


Burrard Inlet to another rail 
yard for distribution to the 
terminals. South shore cars 
are sorted in two yards close 
to the terminals, U.G.G. and 
Pacific Elevators receive 
their CN cars directly from 
the railway, but Alberta 
Pool’s CN cars must be 
interchanged with CP Rail 
for spotting at the terminal. 
CP Rail grain cars are 
initially classified in the Port 
Coquitlam yard, also south- 
east of Vancouver, for either 
north or south shore facili- 
ties. For Pacific Elevators, 
UGG and Alberta Wheat 
Pool terminals grain cars

Mel Brown was called upon 
to introduce the main speaker, Lieutenant Governor Ralph 
Steinhauer, whom he has known a long time, and of whom 
he spoke with humour and warmth. 


A THOUGHTFUL ADDRESS 


“I am with you tonight for the dedication of the history 
of a wonderful little community,” said His Honour, “I think 
of when Father Lacombe came in 1854 with a mission to 
administer to Indian people. Agriculture was not thought of 
then, History of your people hadn’t started in the west and 
was very new in the east et tha. time. But even “new” 
history is important to recoru, ine real history of the people, 
such as the people over 80 here can tell.” 

My father, said Mr. Steinhauer, told me about the poor 
white people who got lost when they first came - who did 
not know the country. They had a good word for 
themselves - ‘“‘greenhorns.’’ Those greenhorns were our 
pioneers, but they sure as the dickens DID something. 
They settled a country known only to the Indians before 
they came. 

Mr. Steinhauer reminded the audience of contributions 
made to the earliest settlers by the Indians. We were there 
to meet such as Cartier at our shores - led them inland 
through our forest, down the streams. Further west the 
same hand of friendship was held out, and we asked them 
where they would like to go. Perhaps that has been 
forgotten by many,” he said. 

We had our difficulties, but all are forgotten now and we 
can again be friends in one of the most interesting young 
countries in the world, It was the type of people who first 
came who built it. After the resources they found first were 
gone, they turned to agriculture. We are proficient in many 
ways in agriculture now, said the Lieutenant Governor 
“and we're only beginning. Agriculture is still our number 
one resource - but look what we found under the soil on 
which we raised food and livestock. It will take people like 
yourselves to husband these resources,” 

“IT was concerned with the dust in the 30’s, but people 
noticed and took steps. Agriculture is renewable. 


EARTHQUAKES BOTHER ME 


“But the mining,” he raised the question in a serious 
tone. “Earthquakes bother me. We have billions of barrels 
of oil - and trillions of cubic feet of gas. If we deplete the 
whole thing - would the earth collapse. You have written 
the most important part of your history, But I wonder what 
people 100 years from now will write about the history of 
1978. 

“Let future generations know what the pioneers went 
through,” he said in conclusion. ““We forget sometimes that 
there comes a time in a man’s lifetime when he sees we are 
perhaps moving too fast. Rome was not built in a day, but 
when they moved too fast it collapsed. Think about that. 

“Should we conserve to a greater extent some of our 
resources - and let the country live a little longer.” 

Following a prolonged and enthusiastic applause a copy 
of The Wheels of Time was presented to Lieutenant 
Governor Steinhauer. 

Lunch was served in the arena annex and an evening of 
dancing followed. 

Long before the evening was over the 100 books on hand 
were sold. 

And no wonder - it is tremendously well done in every 
way. When you pick it up you can hardly lay the Wheels 
of Time down, Subtitles like - Dentistry in the Kitchen, $10 
to Start With, Pass the Dammed Cat, Pick The Paddler, 
lure you on - even if you aren't a Qui Barre family. 

John Patrick Gillese says in part: ‘I have read enough of 
The Wheels of Time in manuscript form to recognize this 
as one of the very best local histories I have sampled yet. If 
the praise is extravagant, so be it.” 

Records, charts, illustrations and scores of fine 
photographs are part of the book, as is a record of 
practically all the early families - Scots, Irish, French and 
others. Records that will enable future generations to trace 
back their ancestors by name and generation, as well as 
learning of the work and hardship and progress and joy the 
first settlers of Riviere Qui Barre knew.

Booklet proves 


nurses prepared to care 


“The Quiet Evolution” is a 
booklet about nurses and 
their involvement in the daily 
health care needs of the 
community. Published by the 
Alverta Association of Re- 
gistered Nurses as an infor- 
mation project in conjunction 
with ‘‘The Year of the 
Nurse,’’ the booklet was 
released this week for dis- 
tribution to doctors’ offices, 
community health clinics, 
hospitals, libraries, Pacific 
Western Airbus pockets, 
government departments, 
schools and institutions. 

A fictionalized format, 
describing the experiences of 
anumber of Albertans, ‘‘The 
Quiet Evolution’ illustrates 
in pictures and text the 
broadening scope of services 
provided to the community 
by professional nurses. 

‘To most people,’’ says 
Brenda Laing, information 
officer for the A.A.R.N., 
‘nursing is limited to hos- 
pitals and doctors’ offices. In 
reality, nurses are practising 
their profession in any 
number of different places 
and in a variety of ways in 
the community. 

Times have changed. Wh- 
ere nursing was once ex- 
clusively the care of the ill, it 
now also includes health 
promotion, Nurses are out 
there in the community - 
counselling, checking and 
evaluating health signs, tea- 
ching, and helping people to 
maintain their health, to stay 
out of hospitals or insti- 
tutions. Preventive health 
care is a logical progression 
for the nursing profession 
and one that most people are 
not aware of, 

Increased responsibilities, 
more and more exacting 
decisions, greater involve- 
ment in health care planning 
are in the future for Alberta 
nurses, according to Ms. 
Laing, whether they're in or 
out of uniform, in or out of 


hospitals, Today's nurses are | 


preparing for the future by 
furthering their education, 
taking specialized studies, 
acquiring master’s degrees 
and doctorates. ‘‘However,”’ 
she says, ‘it is not enough 
for the nurses to be prepared 
for these advancements. We 
must prepare the public, too, 
to understand the changes, 
and to utilize the wide range 
of professional nursing skills 
available to them.”

Next year has been de- 
creed the Year of the Child, 
but during that year, it is 
estimated that 50 million 
children around the world 
will be working to stay alive. 
The International Labour 
Organization says 38 million 
of these children will be in 
Asia. 

India has_a_ particular 
problem with illegal child 
labour, although no statistics 
are available on the subject. 
However, it has been esti- 
mated that three out of every 
five wealthy Indian city 
dwellers employ children as 
full time or part-time ser- 
vants. The labour of children 
is available in India for a 
pittance. Many of the child- 
ren have migrated from the 
desperately poor northern 
mountain districts or are 
coaxed into working by their 
parents. 

India’s Anti-Child Labour 
Act prohibits the employ- 
ment of children and offi- 
cially levies a nominal fine 
and six months imprison- 
ment for convicted offenders. 
However, prosecution is rare 
because of the difficulties in 
enforcement. 

Social workers in India say 
that the lack of education in 
rural areas and the lack of 
employment means children 
have to work to survive.

covery of artists who work in 
remote areas, away from 
urban cultural centres. This 
would allow artists to remain 
in their preferred environ- 
ment, rather than being 
forced to migrate to larger 
centres to get recognition. 

The proposal has raised 
some questions, however. 
Some fear that the bank 
could become a giant comm- 
ercial art gallery, with which 
private dealers would have to 
compete. The bank's effect 
on prices and artist-dealer 
relationships has been de- 
bated, as well as the cost of 
the bank. 

Introduced by Sen. Harri- 
son A, Williams Jr. and Rep.
